* ypon Bail for Perfons fufpeéted of particular Crimes. But 
#¢ This is the great Security of our Properties, our Li- 
© berties, our Reputation agd our Lives. This prevents the 
8 cages who determine us all, free from Corruption and 
ba Management. Solongas this Law continues, Jurses 
#* can never be pack'd by an Under-Sheriff, to ferve the 
* Defigns of Courts, or in View tothofe immenfe For- 
“ feitures, which fometimes accrue on Gonvittions by 


«© Grants to Corporations. This evinces that We live 
“under fuch a Prince and fuch an Adminiffration, as 
« have no View to opprefs, or to injure us, nor the leaft 
« Intention to prafife on Juries, fince They have 
«« hereby pet it out of their Power. To their Honour 
“ be it {poken, this A@ was moft properly a Cou R T- 
«« Law, promoted by their warmeft Friends, and drawn 
« by a Gentleman, remarkably known for his zealous At- 
“ tachment to the pref-nt Government, nor lefs diltin- 
«* guifhed, in this iliufyious AA, by his great Benevo- 
«* lence to his Country. Such a Conceffion to the Peo- 
« ple as This, is the moft fhining Characteriftick of a 
“ virtuous Government; and I could name fore Princes, 
“< who would fooner have diffolved the Parliament, than 
“ have given /uch a Bil/ the Royal Affent. 

I concurr’d with Mr. Walfingham in his general Pa- 
negyrick on this A, when it firft appeared in his Pa- 
per, though I could nor intirely agree with Him in 
ityling it a + Court Law; but, perhaps, He might call 
it by that Name, with a View to the Claufe, concern- 
ing sPECIAL Juries, which I mut own I was 
not aware of at that Time; I mean, I did not appre- 
hend that it was defign’d to extend to criminal Profecu- 
tions, where the Crown is immediately oncern’d; that 
is, not in Form only, as in many Cafes, but in Rea/ity. 

It is not my Bufinefs to enquire by whom, or for 
what Reafon, this C/laufe was inferted in fo general a 
Manner. I am willing to hope that it was done with- 
out any bad Defign, or View to any particular Kind of 
Profecutions ; for I fhould be forry to believe that any 
Gentleman would fuffer Himfelf to be tranfported with 
iucn an officious Exeefs of Zeal for Courts, or Mini- 
fers, in whatever Station He may be, as to forget the 
Duty, which He owes to his Country ; but as We have 
feen many Inftances of This, in former Times, it ought 
to put every boneft Country Gentleman on his Guard, how 
He gives his Confent to any Bi//, in which the Lew and 
Conftitution are concerned, without the ftriéteft Exami- 
nation. 

But without making any aice Enquiries into this Mat- 
ter, let us confider Mr. Walfingham’s panegyrical Rea- 
foning a little farther———-Now, al] his pompous En- 
comiums on this 4@ are evidently founded on the fol- 
lowing Provifions of it; that mone but Men of fit Quali- 
fications hall be returned on the Pannels; that thefe Re- 
turns foall be made publick at proper Places before the 
Time of Trial, to the End that any one may make Ex- 
ceptions to them; that all the Free-bolders and qualified 
Perfons foall ferve on Jaries in their natural Turns i 
and farther that Thofe, who are fwirn to try the Canje, 
Joall be fuch as are drawn by Lov from the Bidy of 
the County ; infomuch, that as none can know who the Ju- 
rers will be, none can pretend to pradife on a Jury— 
This, ‘ays He, preferves the Judges, who determine us 
all, from Cérruption and bad Mana-ement. So long as this 
Law continues Juries can never be pack"®? by an under 
Sheriff, to ferve the Defigns of Courts. This evinces that 
We live un®r fuch a Prince and fuch an Adminiftiation, 
as have no View to oppre/s, or to injure us, nor the leaft 
Intention to prattife upon Juries, fince They bave berc!y 
put. it out of their Power. 

But all this fine Panegyrick on the Minifry, as well 
as the 44, will vanifh into Smoke, if the Method of 
trying criminal Caufes, by fpecial Furies, fhould-be con- 
tinued and grow into common Practice; for all sthe/e 
Provifions, or at leaft the principal of them, will have 
no Effeét, inthat Cafe. The Returns of thele Juries are 
not made publick at proper Places, before the Time of 
Tryal. They are not obliged to ferve in their natura/ 
Turns, or by Way of Rotation; nor are they drawn by 
Lot from the Body of the County: fo that They are no 
more exempt from Corruptions or Influence than if this 
Bill had never pafs'd. The Court bath mot put it 
out of their Power, in this Cale, to prafice upon Juris 

If therefore the Bal/ot, propos’d by ¢his AZ, is of fuch 
vat Importance tothe People of Eugland, as Mr. Wal- 
fingham affirms ; if the Laro itfelf deierves to be efieem’d, 
upon that Account, a more national AA than even the 
Habeas Corpus 44 ; if it is the great Security of mur 
Properties, cur Liberties, our Reputation and our Lives 3 We 
ought to wiflythat the Claufe, concerning /pecial Furies, 
had never been extended to Crowm Profecutions, in cri- 
minal Matters; for in civil Cafes, where great Points of

Property are concerned, it feems reafonable that the Jury 
fhould confift of the moft confiderable Gentlemen in the 
County, for Fortune, Integrity and Underftanding. 

Nobody can charge me with any Defign of afperfing 
the Fudges in this Paper, as I have been unjuftly accus'd 
in fome others; for it is not in their Power to refule a 
Special Fury, but They are sequired, by this Claufe, to 
order one to be ftruck by the proper Officer, upon-d 
Motion made for that Purpofe by the Plaimsiff, ot De- 
Sindnt 5 {0 that either Party hath it in his Powet to 
—_ va general habe een of the A&, if He thinks fit, 
without Remedy ; and thus i¢ may poflibly happen that 
a Caufe fhall not be try’d by a Sue One tye. for 
a Year together. 

Neither would [be thought to intend the leat Re- 
fle&tion on the Gentlemen, who fewv’d upon Mr. Franck- 
lin’s Trial., My only Defign is to explain the Nature 
of this Clause, and to make fome general Obfervations 
upon it, in View to the Free. Briton now before me. 

I fhould therefore be glad to know whether the De- 
fign and Confequences of this Claufe, in criminal Cafe:, 
eicaped Mr. Walfingham’s Penetration, as well as mine; ’ 
or whether He does not think that the frequent Ufe of 
it, in thefe Cafes, may tend to weaken, in fome Mea- 
fure, the general Intention of the 44.—If I thould be 
fo happy as to have his Concurrence of Sentiments upon 
this Point, (which I apprehend He cannot refufe, with- 
out great Inconfiftency) 1 thal} live in Hopes of feeing 
the A@ explained by the Legiflature, according to our 
Withes ; for fince the prefent Government, to ule his own 
Words, are fo worthily difpos'd to part with any Powers 
oppreflive to the Subject. of which They bave given us 
a never-to-be forgotten Inflance in the Law, for Regula- 
tion of Jurizss fince the Courts of Jullice are al-easy 
under Parliamentary Enquiry; fince there feems to re- 
vive a Spwit among ft us, that ogbt net to cool, or abate ; 
I heartily wifh that the Nation will examine this 4f- 
Sait, and perbaps a very little Time may do us a great 
deal of Service. 54 

Since We are upon thjs Head, I will beg Leave to of- 
fer a Point or two more to Mr, Walfingham’'s Confide- 
ration. 

I make no Doubt that He will abide very fleadily by 
his former Remarks, in the fame Paper, on the Method 
of Tryals by InrormaTion, and chearfully bear his 
Part in the Controverfy againtt thofe Writers, who pre- 
fer it to the antient and equitable Method of Jndifment. 
I fhould eiteem it a farther Obligation, if He would be 
pleafed to favour us with his Opinion, as a Lawyer, con- 
cerning the Power of Secretaries of State, as Sccrtiaries, 
to grant Warrants for apprehending Perfons, fcizing Pa- 
pers and breaking open Locks; or to commit to the 
Cuftody of Mefengers and require Security for good Be- 
haviour. 1 will take the Liberty to tre(pafs upon the 
fame Gentlemen for his Opinion upon one Point more ; 
and That is whether Precedents, taken from the Star- 
Chamber, or from any other Court in arbitraty Reigns, 
ought to be efteemd Authoritative at prefent, when our 
Liberties are afcertain’d by the Abolition of the Star-C#am- 
ber, the Expiration of the Licencing A@, the Bili of 
Rights, and other Parliamentaty Cenfures on thofe Pro- 
cecdings. 

Thefe are Points of immediate Confequence to us all, 
both as Englifomen and Writers. Theie are the Blef- 
fings, which We acquire® by the Reco/stion; and I will 
venture to give Mr, Walingbam my Opinion, that the 
religious Prefervation of them will be a more glorious 
Monument to the Memory of Kiag William, and en- 
dear his Name infinitely more to al] Poferity, than a 
thoufund Statues, Maufoleums, Pyramids, or triumphal 
Arches. 

But whatever He may think upon shc/e Subjects, ore 
whatever Part He may chufe to aét in the Difpute,
